Hopes to Have New Tariff m, Effect

York , Feb. 
27—President- 


elect William H. Taft declared in an 
interview liere yesterday that a. re- 
vision of the tariff is a primary requi- 
site for relief of the present 'busi- 
ness condition, and lie expressed the 
ho.pe that revision would be accom- 
plished !by June 1. Speaking of this 
revision Mr. Taft said to a reporter: 


"As this is the "primary requisite 


the xelie'f of the present conditions, 
'I want it disposed of at once.. I am 
•hopeful that there will he 'important 
revisions in. the existing schedules 
made by Congress in an extra session 
and I look foroward to June 1 as' the 
date -when, most o£ the changes will 
'become effective." 


'Mr.'-TafL'E opinion was given after 


an interview 
with James 
W. Van 


Cleave, 'president 
of the 
National 


Manufacturers, Association, vho call- 
fid to urge the creation of a -perman- 
ent tariff commission.. 


After Mr. Van Cleav-e's departure, 


Mr. Taft said he ifavored sucli a com- 
mission, but did not favor its imme- 
diate appointment. He declared- that 


he felt tike present 
tariff 
schedu- 


les are onerous to business, halting 
it with the force of .a' drag-brake, but 
he added that revision -was all impor- 
tant first, and then iperhaps a com- 
mission. 


Such a -commission, if appooinfced 


now, 
he sa$ might block the plan 


for 
revision as now 
contemplated. 


After the revision 
the ' commission 


could gather data, watch the work- 
ings of the new law and suggest am- 
endants to it. 


Mr. Taft also quoted from the let- 


ter which h6 sent to S. E. Payne, 
chairman of. the 
tariff 
conference 


held at Indianapolis on Feb. .16, in 
•which Mr. Taft wrote: 


"A tariff, commission 
would 
^be 


harmful on nse'Oul as its functions 
were described in -the'bill. 
My own 


ideas have ;been that there ought to 
be_a -permanent commission of tariff 
experts to keep themselves 
advised 


by all the .means -possible of the cost 
of producing, the articles named 
in 


lihe schedules in 
foreign countries 


and in this -country. 
I think tlhat 


what we lack is evidence nnj some 
such means might well be used for 
the ipurpose of securing it. 
I should 


be the last to advocate a commission 
with any power to fix rates, if that 
were constitutional, as it would not 
be, or wtth any function otfaer than 
that of furnishing evidence to Con- 
gress upon which, from time to time, 
it might act." 


Mr. Taft is of the belief that the 


(present halt in .business 
is due to 


the uncertainty over the coming leg- 
islation, and uhat Congress would in 
all probability expedite its consider- 
ation of the tariff schedule as rapid- 
ly as possible in order 
that 
busi- 


ness may quickly adjust 
itself 
and 


resume its normal trend. 


This opinion was expressed to Mr. 


Van Cleave and H. E. Miles of Ra- 
cine, Wis., chairman of 
the 
tariff 


committee of the National Manufac- 
turers' Association. 
Mr. 
Taft told 


Mr. Van Cleave that he 
desired to 


have further information concerning 
,a commission of tariff experts, and 
would give it his every consideration. 
Tariff changes always halt business 
for a time, 
was the 
opinion ex- 


pressed iby Mr. Taft, and the sooner 
such 
legislation 
was 
drawn

adopted tho better for the country.

Essential That Our Country Should 


Insist Upon Willingness to Do Jus- 
tice to All Countries of the Earth- 


Least of the Three Principal Causes 


of War Is Actual Injustice 


New York, Feb. 27.—The peace so- 


ciety of New York Drought together 
around the banquet board at the Hotel 
Astor last night a most notable gath- 
-•rlng of men prominent in national, 
state and city affairs. The dinner was 
In honor of Senator-Elect Root of New 
York. Joseph'H. Choate was toast- 
master. 
President-Elect Taft, Gov- 


ernor Hughes, James Bryce, the Brit- 
ish ambassador; Baron Takahlra, am- 
bassador from Japan, 
and 
Joaquin 


-Nabuco, Brazilian ambassador, were 
the speakers, and the guests num- 
bered about 800. 


Among these 800. were many promi- 


nent citizens of New York, 
repre- 


sentative of all the arts, professions 
end industries. 
It was a 
brilliaat 


scene when the guests 
took 
their 


places at the tables in the 
big 
ball 


room. 


Mr. Root was given a remarkable 


demonstration when he made his way 
to the speaking pulpit. 
The diners 


stood up and 
while 
the 
orchestra 


played a fanfare they applauded and 
cheered the former secretary for some 
time. 


"Peace can never be except as it Is 


founded 
upon 
justice," 
said 
Mr. 


Root, "and it rests with us in our own 
country to see to it that the Idea of 
Justice prevails and prevails against 
the 
declamation 
of 
the 
demigod, 


against the interested exhortations of 
the politician, against the hot temper 
of the fop and of the inconsiderate. 


"It is essential that we should pro- 


mote'and Insist upon the willingness 
ot our country to do justice to all 
countries of the earth. 
In the exer- 


cise of those duties in which the am- 
bassadors of Great Britain, or Bra- 
zil, and of Japan have played so great 
a part in the last few years in Wash- 
ington, the great obstacle to the doing 
of things which make for peace has 
been the inconsiderate and thoughtless 
unwillingness of the great body of the 
people of the respective countries tc 
stand behind the man who was willing, 
for the sake of peace and justice, to 
make fair concessions. 


"War comes today as the result 


ether of actual or threatening wrong 
by'one country to another, or as the 
result of a suspicion by one country 
that another intends to do it wrong; 
and 
upon that 
suspicion, 
instinct 


leads.the country that suspects the at- 
tack 'to attack first; or, from bitter- 
ness of feeling, dependent 
in 
no 


degree 
-whatever 
upon 
substantial 


questions of difference and that bit- 
terness of feeling, leads to the sus- 
picion, and the suspicion in the minds' 
of the suspect and who entertains the 
bitter feeling Is justification for war. 
It is their justification, to themselves. 


"The least of these three causes 


of. war is actual injustice. 
In this 


country of ours, we arc far from free 
from being guilty 
of 
these 
great 


causes oE war. 
The gentlemen who 


introduced into the 
legislatures, of 


California, Montana and Nevada, the 
legislation regarding the treatment of 
the Japanese in those states doubtless 
had no conception of the fact that, 
they were doing kn injury by an insult 
that would .bring on private war in 
many private relations 
in our own 


country. 
But the wiser heads and 


the sounder hearts, instructed and en- 
lightened upon the true nature of the1 


proceedings, prevailed and overcame 
the Inconsiderate and thoughtless. 


"Two-thirds of the suspicion, the 


dislike, the distrust, with which our 
country was regarded by the people 
ol .South America, was the result of 
the arrogant and contemptuous bear- 
ing of Americans or people of the 
United Stales for these gentle, polite, 
sensitive, 
Imaginative, 
delightful 


people. 


"Now this is the subject for yon to 


deal with. 
The government cannot 


reach it. 
When the public opinion 


has risen to that height all over the 
world that the peoples of every coun- 
try- treat the peoples of every other 
country with that human kindness that 
binds home communities together you 
will see an end of war. 


"No one can fail to see that the 


continuous and unswerving tendency 
of human development 
is 
towards 


peace and the love of mankind."

Washington, Feb. 27.—The "dec- 


laration of principles" adopted by the 
North American conservation confer- 
ence, which has just concluded its 
work here, in which certain recom- 
mendations are made for conservation 
of the natural resources of the United 
States, Canada and 
Melxco, 
was 


transmitted by President Roosevelt to 
congress. 


In his letter 
of 
transmittal 
the 


president declares that the conference 
"will unquestionably, as the declara- 
tion recites, 'result in mutual benefits 
and tend to draw 
still 
closer 
the 


bonds of existing good will, confidence 
and respect.' " 


The declaration points 
out 
that 


"natural resources are not confined by 
the boundary lines that separate na- 
tions. We agree that no nation acting 
alone can adequately conserve them, 
and we recommend the adoption ol 
concurrent measures 
for conserving 


the material foundations of the wel- 
fare of all the nations concerned, and 
for ascertaining their, location and ex-, 
tent." 


After pointing out that the confer- 


ence not only performed-rwith marked 
efficiency and entire unanimity the 
important_duties which devolved upon 
it, the president declares that "it ha: 
suggested a still wider field o£ useful 
action." 


The president then refers to the 


suggestion made by the conference £U 
to an international conference on con- 
servation, and says that, acting upon

The Sioux Chief Who Fought In the 


Custer Battle. 


It ig through- his connection with 


the massacre of Gen. Custer and men 
that Rain-in-thc-Face Is 
principally 


known. His role in 
that 
historic 


drama goes back some three years 
previous to the fight, when a surgeon 
in 'he army and a civilian trader at- 
tached to Gen. D. S. Stanley's expedi- 
tion were murdered as they stopper 
to feed and water their horses on the 
Red River. 


Some IS months later Charley Rey- 


noMs, a government 
scout, 
subse- 


quently killed at the battle of the Lit- 
tle Hig Morn, brought in information 
to Gen. Custer, at Fort Lincoln, that 
the Indian who hail murdered boti. 
men was Rain-in-tb.e-Fa.ee, then at the 
Steading Rock reservation, drawing 
government rations. 


G'ju. Custer immediately 
detailed 


his brother, Col. Tom Custer, and a 
cavalry captain and escort to arrest 
the murderer. 
Rain-in-the-Face was 


found in the trader's store at the 
cgcncy and personally arrested by. 
Col. Tom Custer. 


The Indians were at first inclined 


to rescue Rain-iii-the-Face, but 
the 


At Time of Custer's Battle, 


presence of 2. hundred troopers, "Whora 
the colonel had brought with him, 
served to overawe them. 


When the prisoner and his captors 


returned he was brought before Gen, 
Custer. 
The general questioned thd 


prisoner closely, but to no purpose. 
The Indian remained imperturable. 
The next day, however, he confessed 
to the general that he was tne mur- 
derer, and boasted of it and of tha 
brutal manner in which it "was done. 
That he had shot the elder of the two 
first, but not fatally, and that he heat 
out his victims' brains with a toma- 
hawk and had then shot their bodies 
full of arrows and finally scalped both, 
men. Neither of the murdered men 
was armed. 


In the spring of 1S74 Raui-in-the- 


Facc joined Sitting Bull's band of hos- 
tiles, openly proclaiming 
that 
he 


would "cut the heart out of Tom 
Custer and eat it." Nothing further 
of him was heard until' the memora- 
ble massacre of Custer and troopers, 
June 2C, 1S76. 
In this fight he dis- 


tinguished himself among his own 
people by his bravery and general- 
ship. 


It has been many times stated that 


he personally killed Gen. Custer, and 
that he cut the heart from the body 
of Col. Tom Custer and rode about the 
fieul with a part of the grewsome 
triphy between bis teeth. 


Kain-in-the-Face did not escape thin 


battle unscathed. He will carry to 
the grave undoubted evidence that the 
men of the gallant Seventh cavalry 
fnnght well in their last engagement. 
While charging over a prostrate sol- 
dier, pinioned beneath his dead horse.

How Jurors Misconstrue Instructions — 


Explaining 
an 
Acquittal — Humsn 


Nature in the Jury Room — Men Who 
Stick Out For Supposed Privileges. 


A Judge, a lawyer and an old court 


cleric met one night at a club the 
membership of which includes many 
men in public life and got to discuss- 
s;:ig the (ate of a case after it is left 
10 a jury, says a writer la the New 
York Sun. 


The three men have had each in 


his particular line many opportunities 
for knowing so-called secrets of the 
jury room. The lawyer has been ou 
bmh sides of the firing line in many 
legal battles, the Judge has sat in 
iiiaiiv important criminal cases 
and 


(.be clerk has sworn thousands of 
juries and taken their verdicts. 
/ 


"There was a case not so long ago," 


said the lawyer, "that received a good 
deal of attention from the newspap- 
ers, but after the jury's verdict noth- 
ing more was heard of it. It was one 
of the best illustrations I have seen 
of how a jury can misconstrue the 
evidence and the instructions of the 
Court. 


"The defendant was a man who had 


been mixed up in a trial that at- 
tracted the attention of the country. 
At that trial he was a witness and 
testified to certain initials which he 
was supposed to have written on a 
document "which was an important 
piece of evidence in the trial. He 
denied that -e 'had written the ini- 
tials, although there was testimony 
to the contrary. 


"YVhen the trial was overlie -was In- 


dicted for scrjury. 
The prosecution 


made a determined effort to convict 
him. 


"There was plenty of testimony to 


show that he had written the initials. 
Handwriting experts were brougnt in 
and they swore that there was no 
doubt that the defendant had writ- 
ten the letters in dispute. Days were 
taken up in the trial. The young As- 
sistant District Attorney who 
had 


charge, of the prosecution's side made 
a determined fight and felt he had 
clinched his case. 


"The defendant, as at the first trial 


denied most positively that he had 
written the initials. The Judge mace 
a very fair charge to the jury. He 
said that all the jury had to decide 
was whether the defendant had writ- 
ten the initials and whether he had 
testified falsely at the first trial to 
protect. himself. 


"If he had ha v/as guilty of per- 


jury. said the Judge. The Judge made 
it plain what the jury's duties were 
sncl they were sent out to deliberate. 
They v,-ere out for several hours and 
then acquitted the defendant. 


"Well, it was a sad blow for the 


young Assistant District Attorney. It 
was days before he got over the ver- 
dict, but he. had almost forgotten it, 
being engrossed in other work, wnen 
he got a reminder o£ the case xnut 
didn't plr-ase him verv much. 


''Ke was leaving an uptown hotel 


after having bad dinner when he met 
one of tile men who had been on the 
jury. The man walked up to him and 
offered to shake hands. 


"I suppose you'd like to know how 


we cainr; to that verdict," said the 
juror. 


" 'I would indeed,' said the lawyer 


none (on cordially.

SCIENTIST'S XEAV DISCOATIRT. 


Believes Pictures Can be Made by 


Concentration of Mind. 


An unexpected field of research 


has been, opened to science by the 
announcement made by Command- 
ant Darget on the subject of pho- 
tographs of human radiations. 
At a 


recent meeting of the Societe Uni- 
verselle d'Etudes Psychlques in Pa- 
ris, photographs made by Dargel, 
•which had been obtained by the oper- 
ator merely touching the sentitized 
plate with his fingers in an absolute- 
ly dark room for 10 or 15 minmes, 
while at the same time fixing his 
thoughts on a certain subject. 


Without 
this 
concentration 
of 


mind the plates showed no mark 
whatever. On developing the plate 
the image of the subject thought of, 
or even of a scene called up in the 
mind of the operator, was found to 
be fixed on it, evidently by the eman- 
ation of rays not yet known to sci- 
entists.

lower animals, when

have died death has been due to blood 
pojsoning or septic poisoning.

danger of blood poisoning in such

is 
naturally 
very 
great. 


This, 
however,

oppration itself is not insurmounta- 
ble. 
In cases where the heart has 


actually been cut and again sewed up 
death has been caused by the tear- 
ing out of the stitches. 
It will be 


readily understood, of course, that 
since the heart is constantly In mo- 
tion,

violent 
motion, 
such 


stitches are likely to tear through 
ilic flesh, when death quickly 1'cl- 
lo\vs. That the living heart has ac- 
tually been laid bare in many 
in 


sifinccs and daring operations have 
K-.en successful!" performed Is suffi- 
cient promise for the future, it is 
believed, of this department of sur- 
rery.

]-«nrt walls. Severe injuries of this 
litter type may take place without 
a fa!a! ending. 
When injuries take 


place which penetrate into the cavi- 
ties of the heart the consequences 
are very serious. 


In bullet wounds of the heart an oc- 


casionally fatal result 
may 
obtain 


without the detection of an apparent 
wound in the walls of the heart. A 
curious instance of this kind is relat- 
ed by a Canadian physician". In this 
Ci-.se the pericardium, or outside lin- 
ing of the heart, showed no wound, 
although the right ventricle of the 
heart contained a wound large enough 
to admit two fingers. It is evident

pericardium was 


driven before the 
bullet into the 


heart, while the ventricle was forcib- 
ly distended with blood. Upon autop-

classes of horse to put up in your pri-. 
vato stable, hut. if you are compelled 
to feed • oi" ci!rc for them have a 
special stable for the purpose that 
must be disinfected before other ani- 
mals are allowed to go in. 


Keep ;;0.;r horses away from black- 


smith shops and livery stables, es- 
pecially in large cities, except when 
you are compelled to use them. 


Make as little use as possible of 


public watering places. 


Keep your own stables in a sani- 


tary condition.

The material for all this wood has 


been obtained somehow and

absorb many cords of wood from 
some hidden recess of nature which 
man cannot falhom. 
We can search 


the earth and the air with all our 
powers and with all the instruments 
and appliances at our command, but 
we will fail to detect Hie tree germs.
